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COUNCIL COMING 

The Universities Council of B.C. will hold 
an open public meeting on February 11 
at UVic. 

The 11-member council, headed by 
Professor William Armstrong, of Van¬ 
couver, is wrapping up here its first tour 
of B.C.'s three universities. 

The council members will tour campus 
facilities in the morning before meeting 
executive personnel and Board of Gover¬ 
nors members at lunch in the Gold Room 
of the Commons Block. 

The public meeting will take place at 2 
p.m. in the Commons Green Room. 

The purpose of the meeting is to dis¬ 
cuss the role of the newly-established 
council in higher education. 

Professor Armstrong will review the 
history of the council. Members will 
answer questions from the floor and 
receive briefs from any organizations. 

Eric R. Green, Acting Director of 
Administration for the council, said that 
it has recently undertaken a study of 
student accommodation and day care 
needs on the three campuses, and 
would welcome UVic students to address 
themselves to this subject. 

The council was established under the 
new Universities Act, passed last June and 
given broad powers over universities. 

Under the Act, universities are required 
to submit to the council plans for short¬ 
term and long-term academic develop¬ 
ment, their annual budget requests, and 
their proposals for new faculties and 
degree programmes. 

The council can also make any recom¬ 
mendations to universities on any matter

President Howard Petch is back on cam¬ 
pus this week following the sudden death 
of his wife, Rosalind, on January 27. 

Dr. Petch returned following a memo¬ 
rial service held January 31 at Parkminister 
United Church, East Waterloo. 

UVic Chancellor R.T. Wallace attended 
the service on behalf of the university. 
Presiding at the service was Dr. Alan 
McLachlin, Principal of St. Paul's United 
College at the University of Water¬ 
loo where Dr. Petch was academic 
vice-president before coming here on 
January 1. 

Dr. and Mrs. Petch had held a reception 
here for faculty and staff on January 25. 
Mrs. Petch died in her sleep in their 
Kitchener home the following night while 
Dr. Petch was in London, Ontario on 
business as chairman of an Ontario task 
force on health. 

Mrs. Petch and daughter Patricia were 
to have joined Dr. Petch here in the sum¬ 
mer when University House was to be 
made available to them. He is now resid¬ 
ing in a guest room in Lansdowne 
Residence. 

Mrs. Petch, whose maiden name was 
Hulet, is also survived by son Stephen, 
22, of Toronto. •

OFFICIAL OPENING 


UVic's newest and most popular facility, 
the Archie McKinnon Building, will be 
officially opened on Saturday, February 
15 by Mr. McKinnon and Chancellor 
Robert Wallace. 

Invited to the ceremony, which will 
take place in the gymnasium at 2:30 p.m. 
are physical education instructors from 
all over Greater Victoria, the athletic 
community, and members of the campus 
at large. 

President Howard Petch will welcome 
the visitors. Remarks will be given by Dr. 
Wallace, and Mr. McKinnon, who will 
both do the ribbon cutting. The dedica¬ 
tion plaque will be unveiled by Chancellor 
Wallace. 

A tour of the building will follow. 
Activities for the pool, the gymnasiums, 
the squash courts and the weight-lifting 
room are planned. 

Prior to the opening, a reception will 
take place in the Faculty Club to which 
150 persons have been invited, most of 
them friends of Archie McKinnon. 

Mr. McKinnon came to Victoria from 
his native Glasgow in 1913 and began a 
60-year association with the YMCA in 
Victoria, including 35 years as physical 
education director. Since his retirement 
in 1969 he has continued to instruct at 
the "Y". He was also appointed as coach 
to four Canadian Olympic Teams: 1932 
in Los Angeles, 1936 in Berlin, 1948 in 
London and 1952 in Helsinki. 

Since it was opened to the campus at 
large on January 6, the $2.5 million 
physical education, athletic and recrea¬ 
tion centre has been in full use day and 
night. 

"We are just snowed under," said 
Manager David Titterton. "It took so long 
in coming we lost sight of the demand, 
and when we opened the doors there was 
the flood." 

Not to mention the heavy general use 
of the two gymnasiums, the pool and the 
squash courts, a new range of intra-mural 
games and recreation programmes has 
drawn a tremendous response. New non¬ 
credit courses, such as judo, creative 
dance and skin diving instruction have 
been swamped. •

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GOVERNMENT STUDY 


The Department of Education has turned 
to UVic Dean of Education George Peder¬ 
sen to analyze the role of research and 
development in public education. 

Dr. Pedersen will be assisted by col¬ 
leagues Dr. Chris Hodgkinson, Dr. Arthur 
Kratzmann and Dr. Alex Bavelas, and a 
research associate, Tom Fleming, a former 
graduate student in his faculty. 

Dean Pedersen said he has been given 
an open-ended mandate by which his 
team will have "access to any aspect of 
research and development". 

He said he will submit a report, prob¬ 
ably sometime this summer, on the state 
of research and development in the 
province and propose various models for 
possible implementation. 

Dr. Pedersen's assignment drew head¬ 
lines because it followed on the heels of 
the department's controversial firing of 
Dr. Stanley Knight, head of the research 
and development division. 

Dr. Pedersen said his task will in no 
way touch on this issue. 

"We are not conducting an investiga¬ 
tion. It is essentially an analysis of the 
need for the research and development 
function as it relates to the department of 
education." 


SPECIALIST APPOINTED 


Dr. Glen Farrell, 37, a specialist in exten¬ 
sion education, has been appointed to a 
new position of Associate Director, 
Division of Continuing Education. 

Dr. Farrell, an Associate Professor and 
head of the Programme Development 
Department, Extension Division, Univer¬ 
sity of Saskatchewan in Saskatoon, begins 
his appointment April 1. 

Dr. L.E. Devlin, Director of Continuing 
Education, said Dr. Farrell has been 
responsible for the development and 
application of programme designs which 
allow his university to make available its 
academic resources off-campus. 

For example, "he develops academic 
program packages which consist of non- 
traditional methods such as audio-visual 
tapes, correspondence and independent 
study techniques so that any faculty can 
make its teaching resources available to 
professional and community groups and 
to students who cannot attend the main 
campus." 

Dr. Devlin said that with the develop¬ 
ment of professional schools at UVic 
"there will be, and is now, a growing 
demand for academic programmes to be 
offered outside Greater Victoria, and the 
work Dr. Farrell is doing should be of 
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assistance to faculties and schools which 
respond to those kinds of requests." 

Dr. Farrell will also evaluate the effec¬ 
tiveness of present Continuing Education 
programmes. 

A native of Yorkton, Sask., Dr. Farrell 
gained his B.S.A. from the University of 
Saskatchewan in 1959, and his master's 
and doctorate in extension education 
from the University of Wisconsin in 1964 
and 1969. 

He began with the University of 
Saskatchewan's Extension Division in 
1959 as an extension assistant, working 
up to his present position in 1972. 
While studying in Wisconsin, he was 
also a research assistant in its extension 
programme. 

His research has covered citizen involve¬ 
ment in development decision-making, 
the use of videotape in community devel¬ 
opment education, and various aspects 
of programme development process. 

He is a member of a number of 
organizations, including the Editorial 
Committee, Journal of Extension , the 
Canadian Association of University Con¬ 
tinuing Education and the Saskatchewan 
Association for Lifelong Learning. 

He is on the Board of Directors, 
Saskatchewan Telecommunications, and is 
Co-Chairman, Programming Committee, 
Saskatoon Cable Television Co-Operative# 


THESIS DEADLINES 

Deadlines for graduate students intending 
to complete their degree requirements 
have been announced by the Faculty of 
Graduate Studies. 

R.G. Napier, Administrative Assistant 
of Graduate Studies, advises departments, 
and supervisors of graduate students to 
pass their recommendations to the Dean 
of Graduate Studies as soon as possible. 
Ph.D. dissertations should be in the hands 
of departments no later than March 28. 

Mr. Napier said master's theses should 
be submitted to departments by April 4 
to permit adequate time for reading 
and to allow enough time after the 
oral examination for students to make 
corrections or minor revisions. 

Both dissertations and theses in com¬ 
pleted form and ready for binding must 
be submitted to the Dean of Graduate 
Studies by noon. May 9. 

Oral examinations must be scheduled 
at least three weeks ahead, immediately if 
possible, and no later than May 1. 

Deadline for letters of recommendation 
is May 2. 

The date set for Faculty of Graduate 
Studies' approval of the graduating list is

May 12, and Senate approval is tentatively 
set for May 22.

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STUDY AND WORK 

The Faculty of Education has formed a 
staff associate programme to attract high 
quality graduate students who would at 
the same time assist in the supervision of 
undergraduate students. 

Twelve associateships, each worth 
$5,000, will be offered for the 1975-76 
academic year. 

Dr. Lloyd Ollila, Co-Ordinator of the 
faculty's Graduate Studies, said the can¬ 
didates, while studying for their M.A. or 
M.Ed., would supervise student teachers 
out on their practicas. 

Candidates would require a minimum 
of five years' teaching experience and 
"excellent recommendations on their 
performance as teachers". 

Dean K.G. Pedersen said the pro¬ 
gramme will likely become permanent as 
one means to improve teacher training. •

Dr. Alan Hughes, who joined UVic 
in July, has been invited by the editors 
of The London Stage to become a 
contributing editor. 

Dr. Hughes notes that The London 
Stage, 1800-1900 is the largest work 
of theatre research as yet undertaken 
in the* English language. It will be an 
extension of The London Stage 1660- 
1800, compiled between 1935 and 1968. 

The project's purpose is to compile a 
daily calendar of all theatrical perfor¬ 
mances in Greater London during the 
19th Century, giving the bill, the names 
of all actors, scene-painters, technicians, 
together with attendance figures, receipts 
and a selection of critical comment from 
contemporary newspapers and journals. 

"The completed calendar will enable 
any research worker to trace the career of 
even the most insignificant actor or tech¬ 
nician from day to day, tabulate every 
performance of a specific play, or trace 
trends in popular taste. The possibilities 
are unlimited." 

Information will be stored in a com¬ 
puterized bank so it will be accessible 
from the project's start to all scholars in 
the field. 

Two scholars will be responsible for 
each decade, one from Britain and one 
from North America. Dr. Hughes'decade 
will be 1880-1890 — "possibly the most 
active and most interesting decade". 

HISTORY 

Professor William Epstein has been given 
a Canada Council grant to attend the 
conference on the Parties to the Non- 
Proliferation Treaty May 5 to June 1, in 
Geneva. The conference will review the 
operation of the treaty. Professor Epstein 
came here after retiring as director of the 
Disarmament Division of the United 


Nations Secretariat. He commutes each 
month to UN headquarters in New York 
to carry out an advisory role.
